daily life than to facts and theories 
that seem to the student remote and 
unimportant. Such a change of at- 
titude and method in the high schools 
is long overd@ve and the effect should 
be altogether beneficial, © 

It is important, however, for young 
persons to realize how much their 
educational progress depends on 
themselves. The notion that they are 
emptv vessels waifing to be filled is 
entirely erronious, 3 

While educational facilities for 
various ‘reasons are seldom as good 
as they could be, and often are sadly 
lacking, the young people who avail 
themselves of every opportunity for 
development can go a long» way on 
their own initiative. Many farmers 
today are putting aside Victory

EARLY SPRING CULTIVATION 
IMPORTANT FOR TREES 


_———— 


Here are principal reasons why 
éarly spring cultivation is important 
for trees: 

Spring is when vigorous growth of 
trees takes place, when loss of water 
through weed growth should be pre- 
vented, and when, by aeration of the 
soil, the release of plant food from 
the soil for the use of the trees is 
vitally important says John Walker, 
Superintendent, Forest Nursery Sta- 
tion, Indian Head, Sask. 

By early spring cultivation, annual 
weeds are readily killed, the produc- 
tion of weed seeds is largely prevent- 
ed or greatly reduced, and the dever 
lopment of many perennial weed, is 
weakened and hindered. 

The soil near the trunks of mature 
trees should not be disturbed to a 
great depth otherwise roots will . be 
injured, Cultivation of closely-planted 
established shelterbelt trees should 
be limited to a margin about sixteen 
feet wide along each side, 

On the other hand cultivation quite 
close to newly planted trees should 
be practised to reduce hoeing _and 
hand weeding to a minimum, The 
number of times cultivation will be 
required during a, season will depend

TO SELL FARM PRODUCTS WE 
MUST TEAR DOWN CANADIAN 
TARIFFS 


Our farmers will soon be starting 
to sow their crops, The acreage to 
each crop has been decided. The 
thought that is now agitating the 
minds of many is:—“Will all that I 
am producing, whether wheat, coarse 
grains, livestock or livestock products 
find a market and at a satisfactory 
price?” For the time being markets 
and prices are assured, and further- 
more are assured for a certain period 
after the war, but what about the 
long pull during the peace ‘years? 

My own firm conviction is that our 
ability to sell ajl our farm products 
‘and at reasonable prices, rests upon 
one simple factor only, which is that 
Canada and the rest of .the world 
will tear down those evil tariffs 
which 40 obstructed international 
trade during the period between the 
two wars, and will reinstate that 
happy condition we once enjoyed of 
International Free Trade. If this is 
done the hungry people of the world 
without question will buy all that we 
can produce, for the simple reason 
that they will have the money, the 
returns from the sale of their own 
goods to us and to other countries. 
The prosperous future of our farm- 
ers, therefore, rests upon the simple 
proposition—Will we be willing to 
accept the money, Le. the goods, of 
the people who live in other coun- 
tries and who badly need our food- 
stuffs? Farmers should make them- 
selves heard about this, 


ITEMS OF INTEREST IN 
THE WORLD OF FOODSTUFFS 


Brazil has announced a six months 
suspension of corn exports, The mea- 
sure is being taken to assure the 
country’s food supplies—A survey of 
Y.S.A, farmers’ planting ‘intentions 
reveals a slight decrease in the feed 
grain acreage this year—-New Zea- 
Jand requires increased wheat im- 
ports this year. ’ 

The United Nations Relief and Re- 
habilitation Administration has _ re- 
ceived 150,000 tons of Argentine 
wheat—Russia is increasing grain 
acreage this year about 12 million 
acres over the 1944 acreape—The 
Great Lakes shipping outlook is re- 
ported by, the U.S.A, Senate War In- 
vestigating Committee to have been 
greatly improved, permitting heavier 
shipments of grain and vitally need- 
ed iron ores.

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just what the first post-war private 
planes are going to be like. Well, 
here is a pretty accurate summary. 
.In private planes the first year or 
two will bring new models which will 
be very much like those sold just be- 
fore the war. Light planes will be 
divided into two distinct types, the 
conventional high wing monoplane 
carrying two or three passengers and 
the tricycle landing gear type, some 
with low ‘wings and twin rudders, — 

The first type is exemplified by the 
pre-war Cub. Two-thirds of all civil- 
ian aircraft registered in the United 
States before the war were Cubs. It 
takes an expert to tell them apart 
from the other convention light planes 
More about this type of plane’s per- 
formance in a minute, 

The tricycle landing gear type was 
pioneered by Ecoupe and it looks as 
if several other manufaéturers will 
go in for the same general style. 
The Erooupe is nearly all metal and 
anyone who can drive an automobile 
is supposed to be able fo step into 
one and start flying. The controls 
are different from those in a conven- 
tional plane. 

One’s first impulse would be to go 
all out for the tricycle landing gear 
type of plane, but there are a couple 
of catches. In the first place they 
cost almost twice as much, and by 
the time you pay Canadian duties 
on top of that—Secondly, nobody has 
yet shown how to fly them with skis 
or floats and until they are licenced 
for that type of performance they 
won't be much good in Canada. 

In addition to a variety of models 
very similar to the latest pre-war 
models, one or two manufacturers 
haye announced plans for new ships. 
These again are divided into two 
categories, those which have actually 
been built and flown and those still 
in the dream, or design stage. 

Among those already flown and the 
one which hag the whole aviation in- 


dustry on its ear is a new amphibian’ 


built in the States by Republic, With 
modifications it is supposed to carry 
four. It is a pusher type with the 
propélier behind and looks like a 
miniature flying boat. It’s all rigged

Republic claims it’s going to sell 
for not much more than $3,500 in the 
States, which means closer to $6,000 
here, but at least one leading plane 
manufacturer with more experience 
than Republic in the small plane 
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Perhaps you've been wondering | 


It’s going to retail for $900 in the 
States and cruise at more than 100 
miles an hour with a 40 horsepower 
engine and do about 40 miles to a 
galion. Most of the industry thinks 
Piper is crazy, that a  single-seater 
won't sell, but Piper argues that the 
average motorist drives alone often- 
er than he does with passengers, that
